The Multi knife cutting device of claim 1 1 vidth inclined action . comprising : 

the cutting means having six straight knives with fulcrum at one end and at the other end the 
handles connected in a manner to facilitate combination of the outer four knives as one unit and 
the middle two knives as another unit ; 

the base cum guide further comprising seven rectangular guides ofshect structure, tvso base 
angles one on ehher side of the guides, spacers to create gap between the guides lo Ibrm slots, an 
end stop between the angles below the knife handle joint for the knife travel, all connected 
together with screws to form a frame type structure ; 

the fulcrum screw with washers to connect the six knives directly to the base cum guide after 
l ocatin g t he m in jtbff g uide slots in the-base cum-gtttde ,giving a pivot action lo the knives, the 
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knives resting on the end slop before the knife edges touch the slot bottom, stopping edge 
damage ; the di r e ct mounting without k i iifo fra iwe making the device-compa ct and more 
functiona l-; 

Ihe-base cum gui de further cont aining a r e ctangulo F-vegetable enclosure formed by a rectangula r 
5 r e c e ty s in the guide s, adjacent to t he knifo -fiitcrum ,-mintmtz mg th e load onn and i nc-reasing the 
mechanical advan tage, the vert ical suppo rts of the enclo s ure prevent i ng veg etable sliding ; 
th e f i lots i n th e guide frame whi ch extend below the vegetabl e p l atform, cnnbl i ng -lhe knives to 
go past (he cut pieces for a clean cul; 

the guide ti on e i ther s ide of the sl ots fully supp orting the knives 4hF oughout the cutt ing stroke for 
10 a smo oth cut ; 

the capa bility to use two,4our' or six -knives at a ti m e d e p e nd i ng on t he sii^e and type of 
vegetab l e resulting in smooth ^u^s-without over lo ading.

The multi knife cutting device, inclined cutting action of claim 14 further comprising ; 
15 a vegetable enclosure formed by a rectangular cutout in the base cum guide structure adjacent to 
the knife fulcrum, the location of the enclosure reducing the lever arm and the vertical wall of 
the enclosure preventing vegetable sliding ; 

the slots formed by the guides of the base cum guide extending below the vegetable platform, 

enabling the knives to go past the vegetable cut pieces for a clean cut; 
20 the guides on cither side of the slots in which the knives are located, supponing the knives on 

ihe sides beyond the vegetable enclosure through oul the cutting stroke for a clean cut; 

the combination of knife handles into two units, the outer four as one and the inner two as 

another, giving the flexibility to use two, four or six knives at a time for culling depending on 

the type of vegetable, to achieve smooth cuts; 
25 the base cum guide having muhiple functions like supporting knives and vegetables, solidly 

guiding the knives through out the culling stroke, preventing knife bending in the process, 

allowing the knives to go past the vegetables to free the cui pieces from between the knives. 
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
